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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are non-persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the combination of Chaum and Hoshino do not disclose all the claimed features of claim 8. In particular, Applicant 
argues that Chaum does not disclose transmitting a first word from the storage device (i.e. smart card) to the terminal (i.e. IVU) before an 
interrupt sensitive time period since there is no reference to a data communication between the smart card and the IVU in Chaum. The 
Examiner disagrees. Chaum discloses preloading information/data to the IVU (col. 16, lines 1-8). The information/data is transmitted from 
the smart card to the IVU (col. 16 lines 8-12). 

Applicant further argues that Chaum does not disclose transmitting a particular signal from the terminal (i.e. IVU) to the storage device (i.e. 
smart card) the particular signal including a posting triggering signal, a posting data record, and an identifier generated using a first data 
word transmitted by the integrated circuit card before an interrupt sensitive period and a second data word of at least one data word 
generated by either a computer or a terminal in a secure wireless communication with each other as provided in claim 8. The Examiner 
disagrees. Chaum discloses generating "Spoof proof data as an encrypted version of data based upon uplink commit data (i.e. smart 
card to IVU to RCS)(col. 16, lines 32-43). Then downlink spoof proof data representing an anount of toll charges, charge station identity, 
and time of the transaction is transmitted from the RCS to the smart card (col. 16, lines 43-52). 

Finally, Applicant argues that Chaum does not disclose transmitting a confirmation signal and further data from the storage device to the 
terminal and via the terminal tot eh computer as required by claim 8. The Examiner disagrees. Chaum discloses the smart card generates 
data including verification data confirming (i.e. confirmation signal) a valid debit to a valid smart card has occurred and transmits the signal 
to the RCS (col. 16, lines 53-65). 

Therefore, Applicant's arguments are deemed non persuasive and the rejection of claims 8, 9, 11 and 17 is maintained..
